belief can not be infringed upon 
without a compelling govern¬ 
mental interest. (HB 279 was 
vetoed by the governor; the veto 
was overridden by the House and 
Senate.) 

Scholarships. SB 64 will 
ensure that students earning 
Kentucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarships aren’t penalized in 
the amount of scholarship money 
they receive if they graduate from 
high school in three years rather 
than four. 

School dropouts. SB 97 will 
allow school districts to increase 
the compulsory attendance age to 
18 beginning in the 2015-16 
school year. Districts that do so 
must have programs and resourc¬ 
es in place for students at-risk of 
not graduating. The increased 
compulsory attendance age will 
become mandatory statewide 
four years after 55 percent of 
Kentucky school districts adopt 
it. 

Student health. HB 172 will 
encourage schools to possess at 
least two epinephrine auto-injec- 
tors in case one is needed for a 
student having a life-threatening 
allergic or anaphylactic reaction. 

Suicide prevention. SB 72 

Butler- 


will require attendance at suicide 
prevention training programs at 
least once every six years for 
social workers, marriage and fam¬ 
ily therapists, professional coun¬ 
selors, fee-based pastoral counsel¬ 
ors, alcohol and drug counselors, 
psychologists, and occupational 
therapists. 

Teacher evaluations. HB 

180 will require the Kentucky 
Board of Education to establish a 
statewide evaluation system for 
all certified personnel. The 
Department of Education, in 
consultation with teacher and 
principal steering committees, 
will develop the system prior to 
the 2014-2015 school year. 

Tuition waivers. SB 95 will 
extend the five-year tuition waiv¬ 
er eligibility period for adopted 
children who serve in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Victim protection. HB 222 

will establish a crime victim pro¬ 
tection program in the Secretary 
of State’s office to allow domestic 
violence victims to have personal 
information, such as addresses, 
redacted from public voter regis¬ 
tration roles. The legislation will 
also allow victims in the program 
to vote by mail-in absentee bal¬ 
lot.

Gallbladder Removal 

Gallbladder removal is one of the 
most commonly performed surgical 
procedures in the U.S. The medical 
term for gallbladder removal is 
cholecystectomy, and it is performed 
minimally invasively with a 
laparoscope. Dr. Karl Schulstad has 
performed more than 3,000 
cholecystectomies in his career. 

► The gallbladder is a pear-shaped 
organ that rests beneath the right 
side of the liver. Once removed, it 
doesn’t cause impairment of digestion 
in most patients. And while gallbladder 
disease can be managed temporar¬ 
ily with drugs or reduced fat intake, it 
simply doesn’t go away on its own. 


► Gallbladder removal occurs under 
general anesthesia in Harrison 
Memorial Hospital’s operating suites 
by Dr. Schulstad. A cannula, 
or narrow, tube-like instrument 
is inserted into the abdomen 
through the belly button area. 

A tiny telescope (laparoscope) 
connected to a special camera is 
inserted through the cannula, giving 
a magnified view of the patient’s 
internal organs on a television screen. 
Other cannulas are inserted to 
delicately separate the gallbladder 
from its attachments and then 
remove it through one of the 
openings. Gallstones also be 
located and removed at this time.

► People with gallbladder disease 
experience intermittent pain either in 
the middle or right portion of the upper 
abdomen near the rib cage. This pain 
can become so severe that it radiates 
to the upper back. Nausea and vomit¬ 
ing can occur. Large or fatty meals can 
trigger the pain, but it usually occurs 
after eating and can last for hours. 


► The small incisions are closed 
with a stitch or two or with surgical 
tape. Patients often return home 
the same day and return to 
normal activities within a week.

Since I wrote this article a few 
days past, I have given some more 
thought to the subject and feel com¬ 
pelled to offer this disclaimer.

Scorned by her people, she 
became stronger and stronger with the

unconfessed sin. And he dies, a shell 
of a man. 

Was it right for society to punish 
the woman involved and not the man? 
I think not! Neither should a young 
couple be crucified by us oldies for 
succumbing to one of the strongest 
urges of mankind.

I have always had an inferiority 
complex from early childhood. I 
guess, after thoughtful consideration 
maybe this complex was really a safety 
mechanism to never attempt anything 
that I had a fear of failing.

McConnell calls for permanent elimination of Death Tax 


U.S. Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell joined Senator 
John Thune (R-SD) in introduc¬ 
ing the Death Tax Repeal Act of 
2013, which would permanently 
abolish the federal death tax. In 
addition, the Thune/McConnell 
legislation sets a lifetime gift tax 
exemption of up to $5 million, 
and makes permanent a 35 percent 
gift tax rate for gifts made over 
that amount (indexed to infla¬ 
tion) . 

During a press conference on 
Capitol Hill, Senator McConnell 
said the death tax is the federal 
government’s final insult to Ameri¬ 
can taxpayers and it needs to be 
repealed. 

"The death tax unduly burdens 
American families by taxing assets 
that are handed down from gen¬ 
eration to generation, like family 
farms or small family businesses," 


Senator McConnell said. "It is the 
federal government’s final insult to 
tax the transfer of your accumu¬ 
lated assets when you have already 
paid taxes on such assets through¬ 
out your life. The thought of hav¬ 
ing to visit the IRS and the under¬ 
taker on the same day is an abso¬ 
lute outrage. This is wrong and it’s 
why I have consistently supported 
legislation to eliminate this bur¬ 
densome tax." 

Between 2009 and 2011, Ken¬ 
tuckians paid more than $225 
million in death taxes. Senator 
McConnell has heard stories from 
many constituents regarding the 
impact the death tax is having on 
them and their families. In fact, 
one Kentuckian said it would 
destroy his family farming opera¬ 
tion. And another said she worked 
hard over the years to invest in 
property - land she owns and 


inherited - but when she dies, her 
children would be forced to sell it 
just to pay the death tax. 

Last year, during the fiscal cliff 
debate, Senator McConnell nego¬ 
tiated with the vice president to 
establish a permanent reduction in 
the death tax to provide Americans 
the ability to pass their life’s work 
down to the next generation. 
Without this change, family farms 
and small businesses valued at $1 
million or more would have been 
taxed at 55 percent starting in 
2013. 

"We have made some progress 
exempting many of Kentucky's 
family farms and small businesses 
from the death tax," Senator 
McConnell said. "And I’m proud 
to join Senator Thune in introduc¬ 
ing this repeal bill that will finish 
the job by abolishing, once and for 
all, this unfair, anti-American tax."

Life-saving overdose medication coming to NKY

A life-saving pharmaceutical for 
people who overdose on opiates such 
as heroin will be available to some 
addicts in Northern Kentucky in the 
coming weeks. 

A team of medical care providers 
initially will provide naloxone to 
heroin addicts in treatment, said Dr. 
Jeremy Engel, a Northern Kentucky 
public health activist and family doc¬ 
tor at St. Elizabeth Physicians of 
Bellevue. 

The state Office of Drug Control 
Policy is looking to Engel’s team to 
create a model for the rest of the state 
to distribute naloxone. 

"We are starting the process to 
prescribe naloxone to individuals at 
high risk," said Engel, catalyst for the 
Heroin Impact and Response Work 
Group established in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky last year. 

The idea is to save lives, not 
enable addicts, Engel said. 

Two grass-roots organizations are 
raising funds to help offset the cost of 
the kits for those who cannot afford 
them, and a local pharmacist is pack¬ 
aging naloxone kits now. 

For the first time in Kentucky, a 
third party - a family member, friend 
or bystander of an overdose victim - 
will be permitted to administer the 
drug that previously was only avail¬ 
able to medical professionals. 

The Kentucky General Assembly 
approved of the prescription of nal¬ 
oxone to a third party in May. 

Nasal naloxone, a generic form of 
Narcan, blocks the effects of heroin 
and other opiods, infusing instant 
withdrawal to someone who has 
overdosed. 

Creating a model for 
distributing naloxone 

"Medicine is usually intended to 
be self-dosing," said Sam Coletta, a 
pharmacist who has stepped forward 
to volunteer help with purchasing 
the contents of the kits and distribut¬ 
ing naloxone. 

In cases such as overdoses, he 
said, "They can’t administer it. 
They’re dependent on someone 
around them." 

Engel said that, after the law was 
passed, Coletta called him and 
offered help. 

"He’s becoming a regional expert 
on this process ana (will) share that 
process," Engel said. "He’s game-on." 

Engel plans to recruit doctors 
and nurse practitioners to provide a 
physical examination and education 
as well as prescriptions for the drug. 

"There will be an office in our 
Bellevue facility," said Mac McAr¬ 
thur, director of Transitions Inc. of 
Northern Kentucky. 

The agency is the largest sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment center in the 
region. 

Dayton pharmacist takes 
lead on making naloxone kits 

Coletta owns Avenue Pharmacy 
in neighboring Dayton, Ky.

Having heard from customers 
whose families were hurt by heroin, 
Coletta took a personal interest in 
providing naloxone when the oppor¬ 
tunity surfaced. 

"We have concerns with our 
patients," he said. 

Coletta knows of one family that 
lost two young men to heroin over¬ 
dose. 

He’s watched from his pharmacy 
window as medics fought for the life 
of an addict overdosed on O’Fallon 
Drive, around he corner of his Sixth 
Avenue pharmacy. 

"There are a lot of close-to-home 
stories. Kids that I’ve known," he 
said. "It’s more common than you 
think." 

Each naloxone kit will contain 
two pre-filled syringes of naloxone, 
an atomizer, which turns the liquid 
into a mist that can be sprayed into 
the victim’s nostrils, a breathing mask 
and gloves. 

The kits also will provide dia¬ 
grams and directions in English and 
Spanish, information on recognizing 
an overdose and what to do after call¬ 
ing 911. 

Coletta worked with a commer¬ 
cial artist to create the cards for the 
kits. 

The cost of each kit is about $65. 

Because some people cannot 
afford the kits, they will be offered 
them on a sliding scale based on a 
person’s ability to pay, Engel said. 

Two grass-roots organizations, 
NKY People Adovcating Recovery, 
or PAR, and www.tabathasfight.org, 
formed by family and friends of 
Tabatha Roland of Burlington who 
died in April from a heroin overdose, 
are collecting money for the cause. 

"We are raising money for the 
naloxone kits," said Jason Merrick, 
chairman of NKY PAR. 

The organization has raised 
$1,500 to date and has pledges from 


other organizations for as much as 
$30,000, Merrick said. 

Kentucky law paves way 
for dissemination of naloxone 

The Kentucky Board of Pharma¬ 
cy has given pharmacists approval to 
distribute naloxone as prescribed by 
physicians. 

Kentucky’s naloxone law pro¬ 
vides those who administer the drug 
with immunity from criminal and 
civil liability. It also exempts licensed 
health-care providers from disciplin¬ 
ary action for prescribing or dispens¬ 
ing naloxone. 

Calling 911 is a directive, not an 
option, after the shot is adminis¬ 
tered. 

Once overdose survivors stabilize 
at a hospital, they are educated about 
substance abuse and provided with 
treatment options. 

"We all believe in trying to help 
people help themselves," said Dr. 
Todd Cook, chief medical officer of 
St. Elizabeth Physicians. 

"It is obvious that the judgment 
of those who are addicted is beyond 
their control. 

"This initiative simply gives 
opportunity to some individuals a 
second chance." 

Heroin overdoses 
doubled in counties 

The number of heroin overdose 
deaths in Boone, Kenton and Camp¬ 
bell counties doubled to 66 in 2012 
from 2011, according to the most 
recently available data. 

That’s more than twice the rate 
of overdose deaths in Hamilton 
County and metro Louisville for the 
same period. 

Heroin addicts have a high rate 
of relapse - as great as 80 percent to 
95 percent, experts say. 

McArthur of Transitions Inc. said 
the distribution of the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal will curb overdose deaths. 

"This will save lives."

"Unwinding": the Power and 
Limitations of Story

In his remarkable new book, 
The Unwinding: An Inner Histo¬ 
ry of the New America, (New 
York: Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 
2013), George Packer sets out to 
describe "the vertigo of that 
unwinding" which has affected 
virtually every aspect of American 
life since the 1960s. "You watched 
structures that had been in place 
before your birth collapse like pil¬ 
lars of salt across the vast visible 
landscape - the farms of the Caro¬ 
lina Piedmont, the factories of the 
Mahoning Valley, Florida subdivi¬ 
sions, California schools. And 
other things, harder to see but no 
less vital in supporting the order 
of everyday life, changed beyond 
recognition - ways and means in 
Washington caucus rooms, taboos 
on New York trading desks, man¬ 
ners and morals everywhere." 
Packer, looking back over the past 
couple of generations, writes in 
the book's prologue, "The norms 
that made the old institutions use¬ 
ful began to unwind, and the lead¬ 
ers abandoned their posts." 

I rushed to our local bookstore 
to get a copy of the book, hoping 
it might illuminate the erosion of 
trust and confidence in the insti¬ 
tutions of our age, a phenomenon 


which, incidentally, is not limited 
to the United States. The immedi¬ 
ate reason I wanted to read the 
book was in preparation for a 
trans-Atlantic consultation in 
which Debbie and I have been 
invited to participate later this 
month at Windsor Castle outside 
of Fondon. A group of about 
twenty scholars, institutional lead¬ 
ers and politicians, mostly, but not 
exclusively, from Britain will dis¬ 
cuss and debate the future and 
well-being of institutions. The 
consultation is jointly sponsored 
by St. George's House, Windsor, 
and The Center of Theological 
Inquiry, Princeton. I hoped that 
Packer's book might provide fresh 
insights and analyses which would 
benefit our discussion. 

Packer's method for getting at 
the truth is to tell stories of Amer¬ 
icans living through this age along 
with us. He tells these stories 
patiently, allowing the details to 
accumulate in layers. The story of 
Jeff Connaughton, a Democratic 
operative, is told alongside the 
story of Republican leader Newt 
Gingrich. The story of Tammy 
Thomas, an African-American 
woman working hard and often 
against seemingly insurmountable 
forces, in Youngstown, Ohio, try¬ 
ing just to keep body and soul and 
family together, is told next door 
to the triumphant story of Oprah, 
a black woman of such world-

renown and stature that she needs 
only a single name to identify her. 
Writer Raymond Carver, General 
Colin Powell and financial giant 
Robert Rubin are profiled beside 
failed entrepreneurs and working 
class heroes, idealists and pragma¬ 
tists. 

Packer's narratives are thick 
and rich; and insights and reflec¬ 
tions do surface in the midst of 
the stories. 

For example, Dean Price, the 
struggling owner of service sta¬ 
tions and fast food restaurants, 
reflects on the impact of "big box" 
stores that wipe out small local 
businesses: "And if you think 
about it," Price says, "the people 
that ran the hardware store, the 
shoe store, the little restaurant 
that was here, they were the fabric 
of the community, They were the 
leaders. They were the Fittle 
Feague baseball coaches, they were 
the town council members, they 
were the people everybody looked 
up to. We lost that." 

Or, in one aside, Packer him¬ 
self considers the power of diver¬ 
sity in a flesh and blood commu¬ 
nity: "Fife is richest and most 
creative," he writes, "where people 
of different backgrounds could 
meet face-to-face and exchange 
ideas."

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Exciting leadership 
opportunities exist for 4-H’ers 

Our young people are the 
future leaders and decision makers 
of the nation. 4-H offers its mem¬ 
bers prime opportunities to explore 
and engage in leadership roles. By 
participating in a leadership role, 
young people can develop critical 
thinking, communication and life 
skills that will aid them in making 
future decisions. 

Many leadership experiences 
are geared toward older youth, but 
younger youth also have the oppor¬ 
tunity to become leaders early in 
their 4-H career. 

Two of the most prestigious 
leadership roles include becoming 
a delegate to either the National 
4-H Conference in Washington, 
D.C., or the National 4-H Con¬ 
gress in Atlanta. At the National 
Teen 4-H Conference, youth join 
Extension professionals and adult 
volunteer leaders to discuss ways 
4-H can better serve young people 
on local and national levels. Rec¬ 
ommendations from the confer¬ 
ence are shared with the Secretary 
of Agriculture, national extension 
leaders and those involved with 
4-H programming. Four delegates 
from Kentucky are selected every 
year. During the National 4-H 
Congress, delegates learn about 
cultural diversity and serving oth¬ 
ers and their communities. 

Many leadership opportunities 
also exist at the state level includ¬ 
ing becoming a member of the 
State 4-H Teen Council or a State 
4-H Officer. State 4-H Teen Coun¬ 
cil is comprised of young people 
from across the state. These 4-H’ers 
learn about leadership and com¬ 
munication as they serve as liaisons 
between local, district and state 
4-H programs. State 4-H officers 
serve as ambassadors for Kentucky 
4-H. 4-H members elect state offi¬ 
cers each June during State Teen 
Conference and those officers serve 
until the end of the next years 
conference. The 4-H officers serve 
in leadership roles in State 4-H 


Teen Council, and past members 
often are invited to serve as advisers 
to the following years council and 
officers. The 2013-2014 state offi-

Teens interested in leadership 
opportunities in 4-H also can 
attend the 4-H Issues Conference 
and the State 4-H Teen Confer¬ 
ence. At the issues conference, 
young people from across the state 
meet to discuss issues affecting 
young people and their communi¬ 
ties. Youth discuss ways in which 
they can have a positive impact on 
community issues and develop 
plans that they will implement 
when they return home. Young 
people who attend the 4-H Teen 
Conference can participate in a 
wide range of activities designed to 
help improve their leadership and 
communication abilities including 
workshops, tracks, tours, college 
visits and issues seminars. 

4-H has many clubs and groups 
in which young people can assume 
leadership roles. Youth can get 
their first taste of leadership roles 
beginning as a junior 4-H member 
by becoming an officer of a county 
4-H club or attending 4-H Sum¬ 
mit. Summit is a three-day, two- 
night event where sixth- through 
eighth-graders get to meet their 
peers from across the state as well 
as State 4-H Teen Council mem¬ 
bers. During Summit, participants 
learn about leadership opportuni¬ 
ties that are available to them when 
they become senior 4-H’ers. 

4-H has many leadership 
opportunities available for youth.

Fun facts about Kentucky 
forests 

Kentucky has an abundance 
of trees—about 12.4 million for¬ 
ested acres. In Eastern Kentucky, 
forests are full of dense stands of 
hardwoods. In Western Ken¬ 
tucky, you’re more likely to see a 
riparian forest along a winding 
river, and in Central Kentucky, 
stately bur oaks often populate 
urban landscapes. Regardless of 
the species or climate, these for¬ 
ests help all of us breathe cleaner 
air, drink cleaner water, enjoy 
forest wildlife and we use prod¬ 
ucts from them every day. 

Because we have a diverse cli¬ 
mate and soil composition, many 
tree species grow in Kentucky. 
The array of trees gives us a 
chance to have some forest fun. 
Here’s an interesting tree species 
quiz. (Answers are at the end of 
this section.)

Prevent exposure to poisonous 
plants 

Now that summertime is 
here, most of us will be spending 
more time enjoying the great 
outdoors. But many a great sum¬ 
mer day can be ruined by expo¬ 
sure to poisonous plants such as 
poison ivy, poison oak and poi¬ 
son sumac. All three plants con¬ 
tain oil called urushiol that 
causes an allergic skin reaction to 
humans. Prevention is the key to 
avoiding the rash and uncom¬ 
fortable itching caused by expo¬ 
sure to these plants. 

Plant identification is half the 
battle to preventing exposure. 

Poison ivy has three leaves on 
each stem. The leaves are shiny 
with smooth or slightly notched 
edges. Poison oak looks similar 
but has larger leaves with round¬ 
ed notches and a textured leaf. 

Like poison ivy, each stem can 
have three leaves, but the stems 
can have clusters of five or seven 
leaves as well. Both can be found 
growing as vines or shrubs. Poi¬ 
son sumac leaves grow in groups 
of seven to 13, but each stem will 
always have one leaf at the end. It 
grows as a shrub or a tree. 

You should carefully remove 
any poisonous plants found on 
your property, getting as much 
of the root as possible. The oil 
continues to be active even after 
the plants are dead so be sure to 
cover all exposed skin and wash 
your hands and clothes after¬ 
ward. Dispose of the plants in a 
trash sack. Do not burn the 
plants as the oil will be released 
into the air and can irritate your 
skin, eyes, nose and respiratory 


tract. 

If you accidentally come in 
contact with one of these plants, 
a red, itchy rash may appear any¬ 
where from four to 48 hours 
after exposure. You may also 
have bumps or blisters on your 
skin or swelling around the irri¬ 
tated skin. The rash could last 
from one to three weeks, depend¬ 
ing on how much your skin was 
exposed to the oil. 

If you are knowingly exposed 
to poisonous plants, wash your 
hands with lukewarm water and 
soap. If a rash develops, keep it 
cool, dry and clean. Anti-itch 
lotions or creams, over-the-coun¬ 
ter medications and home reme¬ 
dies, such as bathing in oatmeal 
or baking soda, can help relieve 
the itching. Wash your clothes 
and clean any shoes and garden 
tools that came in contact with 
the plant. 

Seek medical attention if the 
rash is widespread on your body, 
doesn’t go away with home treat¬ 
ment, is around your eyes or if a 
severe allergic reaction occurs 
including swelling of the tongue 
or throat, chest tightness, nausea, 
fever, extreme soreness around 
the rash, swollen lymph nodes or 
difficulty breathing.

No-Till farming to help 
prevent dust bowl 


The impact of the Dust Bowl 
was felt all-over the U.S. on Black 
Sunday, 1935. One of the FDR's 
advisors, Hugh Hammond Ben¬ 
nett, was in Washington, D.C. on 
his way to testify before Congress 
about the need for soil conservation 
legislation. Just as he began to speak 
before Congress, a dust storm blew 
in to Washington, DC; all the way 
from the Great Plains. A dusty 
gloom spread over the nation's cap¬ 
ital and blotted out the sun. When 
Bennett rose to address the legisla¬ 
ture he said "This gentlemen, is 
what I have been talking about." 
Congress passed the Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Act that same year. 

Bennett became known as the 
"father" of Soil Conservation and 
helped found the Soil Conservation 
Service, now called the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS). Congress has continued 
to pass soil protection legislation 
now known as Farm Bills, to pro¬ 
tect our valuable cropland. Farmers 
that do not follow Farm Bill guid- 
lines, which include using protec¬ 
tive soil conserving farming tech¬ 


niques on Highly Erodible Land are 
subject to being denied Farm Bill 
benefits. 

One of the techniques that 
modern day farmers use to grow 
crops in a way that will not cause 
erosion is called "No-Till." They 
use a No-till seeder to plant their 
crops. The seeder has a device on it 
that opens a narrow slit in the soil, 
drops in the seed and then covers it 
over. No-Till is done right through 
the residue left from the previous 
year's crop; without tilling up the 
soil and leaving it bare. Some cover 
crops are chosen because they only 
live a short time during cold weath¬ 
er. 

The warm weather that causes 
the new crop to sprout causes the 
cover crop to naturally wilt and die.
